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SENATOR MIKULSKI VISITS GARRETT COUNTY - United States Senator for 


Maryland Barbara Mikulski held a round table discussion yesterday at the industrial 
park complex in Accident before meeting with local student participants of the Garrett 
Engineering and Robotics Society.

Police Investigating Double Homicide, 
Bodies Found Near Tracks In Oakland 


The Garrett County Sher- 
iffs Office and other police 
agencies are currently inves 
tigating a double homicide 
that occurred in Oakland 
sometime early yesterday 

According to Sheriff Rob 
Corley, deputies responded 
to a call to a wooded area 
off Reese Street near the 
railroad tracks, where they 
subsequently discovered the 
bodies of 18-year-old Jessica 
Irene Baker and 24-year-old 
Timothy Brandon Field Lax, 
both of Oakland, at approxi- 
mately 1:30 a.m 

Corley declined to state 
how the two were killed, but 
did note that the caller was 
apparently “involved in an 
altercation" and needed medi- 
cal treatment. He would not 
confirm whether or not the 
caller is a suspect in the case. 

When asked if there are 
more than one suspect, Cor- 
ley said, "We are now in 
the process of interviewing 
persons of interest, and be- 
lieve that the investigation is 
quickly moving forward." 

He added that Maryland 
State Police investigators and 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources personnel 
are assisting with the inves- 
tigation, and have gathered 
important evidence that he 
believes will soon help solve 
the case. 

A helicopter was seen 
hovering over the area after 
daylight that morning, caus- 
ing concern to some area 
residents who thought that 
the aircraft was being used to 
try to locate suspects. Area 
schools were not instructed 
to go into a lockdown mode. 

When asked why area 
schools were not advised to 
do so Wednesday morning, 
Corley responded, "There 
was really no need whatso 
ever for the schools to go 
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into lockdown. The MSP 
helicopter was called not to 
help search for suspects, but 
just to give us a good aerial 
view of the crime scene. We 
simply needed a good place 
to land the helicopter, and the 
Southern High School park- 
ing lot served that purpose. 
We did notify the board of 
education and explained 
what we were doing.” 

Garrett County District 
Court records make it clear 
that there was a stormy re- 
lationship between the two 
victims, as Lax had obtained 
a temporary peace order 
against Baker, but then had 
it rescinded just last Friday. 

The records also show that 
on Tuesday the state dropped 
a charge of telephone misuse 
against Lax involving Baker 
as the alleged victim. 

Each had also recently ac- 
cused the other of assault and 
harassment, with the assault 
charge against Baker dropped 
on Tuesday. Lax was facing 
a June 15 trial date for alleg- 
edly stalking, harassing, and 
assaulting Baker. 

Sheriff Corley noted this 
morning his appreciation to 
all citizens who have pro- 
vided potentially helpful in- 
formation about the case, 
and requests that anyone 
with such information tele-

(ICAC), a division of the 
ICAC association 

The investigation revealed 
that between April and Octo- 
ber of last year Parkent know- 
ingly accessed the Internet 
through a computer and used 
a telephone to communicate 
with a 14-year-old female in 
San Diego. He enticed her 
to send him sexually explicit 
photographs of herseif over 
the telephone 

Additionally, on Oct. 22, 
2010, Parkent traveled from 
Oakland to San Diego to 
engage in multiple sexual acts 
with the victim.

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Commissioners Approve Budget, 
Keep Real Property Tax Rate At $.99 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners unanimously ap- 
proved the county's fiscal 
year 2012 budget and tax 
rates on Tuesday. Numer- 
ous county staff members 
attended the announcement 
and received copies of the 
new budget 

Excluding debt service 
and capital outlay, the FY 
‘12 budget is $70.4 million, 
which is $2.7 million more 
than the current year's operat- 
ing budget 

But, overall, there is 
$1.745 million more in debt 
service and $12.687 million 
more in capital outlay/proj- 
ects in the FY ‘11 budget 
than the newly approved one. 
FY '12 begins on July 1. 

Commission chair Gregan 
Crawford said the county 
faced many budget chal- 
lenges and numerous drafts 
of the document were created 
and reviewed over the last 
four months before Tuesday's 
version was approved. 

"We have to continue to 
be vigilant in our efforts to 
the achieve the best return for 
the taxpayers’ money as pos- 
sible," Crawford said. "We 
look forward to working with 


the various departments and 


seeing how we can squeak 
out a little more money here 
and there and generate some 
more savings." 

In the early stages of the 
FY '12 budget development, 
county departments were 
asked to submit "ideal" bud- 
gets, as if money would 
actually be available for their 
entire "wish lists." 

"This actually served 
many purposes,” said Com- 
missioner Bob Gatto. "It 
allowed us to [evaluate] long- 
term and short-term needs 
and allowed us to develop 
some priorities in moving 
forward." 

He noted that the wish 
lists would have put the coun- 
ty in the red by $16 million, 
but county personnel and the 
public worked together to de- 
velop those priorities, which 
are reflected in the approved 
FY '12 budget. 

Commissioner Jim Raley 
noted that it was very obvious 
that the wish lists were not 
realistic without a significant 
property tax increase. 

"I think most of us know 
that was something that we 
were not willing to do," Raley 
said.

The warrant was served 
on the defendant upon his 
discharge from Garrett Coun- 
ty Memorial Hospital on 
June 3 

Sheriff Corley stated this 
morning that so far Minnick 
has given no information to 
police about the incident, 
so no motive for the alleged 
killings has been established.

funding cuts. Thcir decision to retire literally saved the 
jobs of some of our brightest and best young teachers 

The acceptance of the incentive also does not di 
minish the long, outstanding job performance of the 
great majority of those who were recognized last 
night. The record of our school system and the stu 
dents that it serves speaks for itself. The fact is, Mary 
land schools have for several years now been ranked 
#1 nationally, and within Maryland, Garrett County's 
schools have consistently ranked 1n the top 1U or 20%, 
obviously making our local schools among the elite in 
the entire country. As has been stated in this column 
in the past, one of the major reasons that we do so 
well is because of the immeasurable dedication of the 
majority of those who have chosen to be educators in 
our system. They certainly did not make that choice 
for the money, but simply for their love of children

Lake Park, 
and Oakland for the author- 
ity to approve the Garrett 
County Heritage Area Man 
agement Plan and designate 
the Garrett County Certi- 
fied Heritage Area as a state 
certified Heritage Area 

The intent of state cer- 
tified heritage areas is to 
bring together government 
agencies, businesses, non 
profit organizations, and 
individuals in a partnership 
to preserve and promote a 
region's historical, cultural, 
and natural heritage resourc- 
es.

The species is considered 
“threatened” in Maryland and “highly at risk" by the 
Audubon Maryland-DC Important Bird Areas program 
because of the loss of hemlock forests in the U.S. from 
hemlock wooly adelgid, as well as deforestation of 
its tropical wintering grounds. The photo of the adult 
male bobolink was taken in the Pleasant Valley area. 
Bobolinks are one of the most visually striking birds in 
North America, as some birders say they look like they're 
wearing a tuxedo backwards, with their white back and 
dark front. They breed in the U.S. and Canada, as far 
south as West Virginia. The largest breeding populations 
in Maryland are found in Garrett and Allegany counties.

DON'T TRAVEL IN THE CENTER TOO LONG - In 
an effort to educate the public about various issues, the 
Garrett County Traffic Advisory Committee will periodi- 
cally provide guidance through local media outlets. This 
week's topic concerns the proper use of center turn 
lanes, such as the one on Garrett Highway at the north 
end of Oakland. The above graphic depicts the correct 
and incorrect methods of utilizing a center turn lane. “If 
a street has a dedicated center turn lane, you must use it 
when you turn left," explained committee member Brad 
Frantz, director of GC Department of Public Safety and 
Emergency Management. "Since these lanes are typically 
used for traffic from both directions, you should move 
into the center lane just prior to turning. You should never 
travel more than 200 feet in the center lane, and the lane 
cannot be used for a regular driving lane or as a passing 
lane. Always watch for vehicles coming head-on toward 
you in the same lane as they start to make their turns. 
Make sure the lane you will be crossing is clear and only 
turn when safe to do so. Also note, emergency vehicles

Disastrous Fire of 1962 

Later, when the matter 
could be viewed in retro 
spect, someone said, “If trou 
ble had to come, Fnday the 
13th was as good a day as 
any.”

A huge, 






new playground was dedicated in 1996. The community response was fantastic. You won't see a 






nicer playground anywhere in the area and probably not even in maior cities.
